OHIOAffS IN DISTRESS. 


Columbus. 0., March 27.—With a blinding snow, little 


short of a blizzard, with the temperature falling, gnawed 
by hunger and suffering from the cold, the thousands of 
flood sufferers of the state of Ohio today faced the uncer- 
tainties attendant upon the freesing temperature as af- 
fecting thousands who are still marooned. 


Although some of the early morning reports said flood 


waters were receding slowly, in some of the flooded sec- 
tions there was scarcely a perceptible change in the flood 
height. In other places even though receding, the water 
was still of such height to maroon the sufferers, many of 
whom were suffering from exposure which followed their 
clinging throughout the night to some points of vantage 
above the murky waters. Some spent the night in trees 
and others on house-tops, all facing the chilly winds, blind- 
ing rain, sleet and snow. 


Columbus faced the new conditions today with an un- 


certain knowledge of the extent of the flood here, 'mere 
have been no changes here in the estimates of dead, which 
range from probably 100 to 150. It was said that more 
than 20 bodies were found in the United Brethren church. 


According to those who invaded the stricken district 


the churches, big state institutions and store rooms in the 
hill-top section are crowded with refugees, many of whom 
were rescued from the murky waters and who, tell stories 
of indescribable horrors. 


Former Mayor George S. Marshall, who was in tele- 


phone communication with Attorney Cecil Randall, his 
law partner, said today that Mr. Randall said the death 
toll would reach at least 1,000. 


Throngs of excited groups of people from the flood 


stricken section of the city who were crowded into the 
temporary rescue quarters, asserted that the estimate ot 
Mr. Randall is not exaggerated 


The true extent of the awful tragedies enacted during 


the sweeping away of homes nor the exact death toll will 
not be known for days—until the mass of wreckage, houses 
and uprooted trees, which are strewn on the level low- 
lands south of the city, are uncovered. This mass of debris 
is now under several feet of water with swift currents 
running in many directions. 


Many of those rescued tell of escaping from their homes 


by the fractions of minutes, just before the rushing waters 
swept their homes away and crushed them like egg sheila 
against bridges. Scores of entire families, these people 
assert, were swept down with their houses in the swift 
current. 


Hamilton, Ohio, March 27.- Ten bodies were recov- 


ered from the ruins in the first hour of search this dom- 
ing.

Commercial Matters Most Important 


Under settled political condition* tbe 


commercial purposes of diplomacy 
reach their highest importance, though 
the political slgniCc-noce vi the service 
is never far in tfee baekBi-oand. How 
sinister political exigencies can inter- 
vene in tbe function* of at) ambassador 
was recently exemplified in tbe City of 
Mexico, when Ambassador Henry Lane 
WUron was sadwr the necessity o? 
dealing with, a government suddenly 
established by revolution. At onetime 
an absolute breach of diplomatic rela- 
tions threatened to give way to armed 
Intervention by tbe Dnlted States. 


The secretary of state—or. as he Is 


catted in some countries, the minister 
of foreign affairs—is the supreme head 
of the diplomatic service. Thus Secre- 
tary William Jennings Bryan has the 
greatest burden of responsibility under 
President Wilson in the appointment of 
new diplomatic agents.

• 
Power of Early Ambassadors. 


In Its early period of growth the 


system of resident legations enjoyed 
power second only to thnt ot th« 
uowelRns. 
Tho ambassadors won 


their success nnd the political advan- 
tage of their countries through the de- 
gree of cunning, astuteness and per- 
nanally engas^ug manners they possess- 
ed. Statecraft is those days was an- 
other name for Intrigue. The biggest 
powers in church and state sougnt am- 
bassadorial positions. HMgprer, In the 
past eentury the nations uave Institut- 
ed systems of trained agents and the 
perfection of the telegraph and other 
means of communication hare prreatly 
diminished ^Ue functions of tbe am- 
bajssadore. The home offices are never 
oat of touch with them. 


But throughout the years the func- 


tion of social representation has al- 
ways remained an immensely Impor- 
tant one for the diplomatic agents. No 
matter how democratic the various 
powers hnve become, the degree of 
pomp and ceremony In diplomatic serv- 
ice has remained largely the same. Of 
course there has not existed for sev- 
eral centals the possibility of another 
"Field of the Cloth of Gold" meeting. 
which was conducted at Calais, France, 
when Kins Henry VIIL of England 
ronferred with Kins Francis of France. 
Tet some (jorgeonsly elaborate conn 
functions break Into tbe routine life 
»f tbe diplomatic intermediaries. Each 
representative at each national capi- 
tal i» expected at occasional Intervals 
to entertain at some sort of elaborate 
function.

H« was 
Ibe second son of Prince Christian of 
Scbleswig-Holstein-Sondertnirg-Qlncks- 
burg, who afterward became king of 
Denmark.

rendered homeless by the flood and 
general devastation of the past sev- 
eral days is being greatly intensi- 
fied by the extreme drop in temper- 
ature and the 
heavy 
snow storm 


which set in at a very early hour 
this morning. 
The cold rain of 


last night, carrying the thermome- 
ter down, began 
to 
freeze on the 


surface of 
everything 
before the 


early evening. 
By ten o'clock build- 


ings, trees, 
sidewalks 
and streets 


were a mass of ice. 


Shortly after midnight 
the cold 


rain and sleet of several hours prev- 
ious turned into a snow storm, and 
daylight brought a new terror to 
the homeless. 
A heavy fall of snow 


covered all of the outside world, and 
a storm was still in progress. 
The 


work of relief was put almost at a 
standstill here as a result of this. 


That Lima 
recovered 
from the 


immediate terrors of the water it- 
self with the loss of but one life 
and the destruction of no more prop- 
:rty seems little short of miraculous. 
There is 
indeed 
intense Buffering 


and some resultant sickness, hut the 
scape of this city and her people is 


wonderful. 


With the district in the immediate 


neighborhood inundated, with near- 
by cities suffering untold agonies 
and 
uncountable deaths from this, I 


the highest water in the history of 
the state, the condition of Lima is 
more than could rightly be expected. | 


The se\ere cold, the sleet, and the j 


snow has. made the cleaning up of 


instances greatly relieved the suf- 
ferings. The loss of the gas supply, 
both of the artificial and the natur- 
al, placed a thorn in the aide of 
every citizen, though his home or 
his place of business -were not in the 
flood district. 


\Vord From George Reel. 


A 
report 
that the 
family of 


George Reel, formerly of this city, 
but more recently of North Dayton, 
had been lost in the flood and fire 
of the past several days is not con- 
firmed by Mr. Reel.
